2 Novelty or inventive step of Independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 1 4, 1 6, 1 7, 20-22 
2.1 Claim 1 

The present application does not meet tiie criteria of Article 33(1) PCT. because tlie 
subject-matter of independent claim 1 is not new In the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document): 

An electrical distribution system comprising or including an insulating track (100) 
for insulating an electrically conducting track (101,1 02, 1 03) connectable to an 
electric power supply and being adapted to receive one or more primary electric 
power take off socket (400) for receiving in electrical contact therewith an 
electric plug when inserted therein, 
wherein 

the or each socket has electrical contacts (402-406 / 408-410) engageable via a 
push fit with a carriage (200 / 216, 217) electrically connectable to the 
electrically conducting track (see Fig. 9, Fig. 20) and being adapted to be 
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selectively positioned therealong, and lodging means (221 , 222) whereby the or 
each socket may be selectively locked in place along the electrically conductive 
track, thereby to position and re-position as required said the or each electric 
power take off socket. 

The document D1 thus discloses all the features of claim 1 . 

2.2 Claims 11,14,16,17, 20-22 

The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 
corresponding independent claims 11 , 14, 16, 17, 20-22, which therefore are also 
considered not new/inventive (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT), see the cited documents. 

2.3 Consequently, as regards claims 1 , 1 1 , 14, 16, 17, 20-22, the requirements of Article 
33(2) or 33(3) PCT regarding novelty or inventive step are not fulfilled. 

3 Clarity of independent claims 23-30 

The application does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT, because claims 23- 
30 are not clear. 

Claims only contain references to the description and/or the drawings. According to 
Rule 6.2(a) PCT, claims should not contain such references except where absolutely 
necessary, which is not the case here. 

4 Dependent claims 2-10,12,13,15,18,19 

Dependent claims 2-10,12,13,15,18,19 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements 
of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see documents D1-D7 cited in 
the search report.
